into the men’s restroom. Deputy 
Bobby Webb saw Raleigh removing 
two watches from their packaging. 

“He had one on his arm and one in 
his coat when officers checked him,” 
Webb said. 

Raleigh was charged with shop¬ 
lifting and lodged in the Grant County 
Detention Center.

Suspects 
plead not 
guilty to 
murder

Two men alleged to have killed 54-year-old 
Dry Ridge resident Randall Russ pleaded not 
guilty Dec. 5 in Fleming County Circuit Court. 

Charles Black, 50, of Hillsboro, and Kevin 
Howard, 38, of Owingsville, were indicted in 
November on charges of murder, theft by unlaw¬ 
ful taking, first-degree robbery, kidnapping and 
tampering with physical evidence. 

Howard also is charged with being a persis¬ 
tent felony offender. 

The indictments stem from a body discovered 
Oct. 1 in Fleming County. 

The body, which has not been positively iden¬ 
tified, is believed to be that of Randall Russ, who 
had been missing for nearly two months. 

Russ was an 
adjunct profes¬ 
sor at the 
University of 
Cincinnati and 
was previously a 
substitute teach¬ 
er at Grant 
County High 
School. 

Despite the 
discovery of 
Russ’ vehicle 
and a body in Fleming County, Kentucky State 
Police said they are awaiting DNA results before 
positively identifying the remains. 

Russ’ 23-year-old daughter Kate Russ attend¬ 
ed the arraignment, seeing the men accused of 
killing her dad in person for the first time. 

“The arraignment was a lot harder than I sus¬ 
pected,” she said. “Seeing their faces just made 
me too emotional. All I can hope is that justice is 
served and I’m confident the prosecutor will do 
so.” 

The minimum sentence for murder is 20 
years in prison while the maximum is the death 
penalty. 

The suspects will appear in Fleming County 
Circuit Court again on Feb. 6, 2015 for another 
hearing.

The GCCAC’s purpose is to ad¬ 
dress issues of high unemployment 
and low educational attainment in 
Grant County. 

“We tried to eliminate all the bar¬ 
riers someone might have to getting 
on a coordinated path toward finan¬ 
cial independence,” said Joanna 
Surgener, operations specialist for 
UWGC. 

GED services are just the starting 
point for clients at the center and 48 
individuals earned a GED since the 
center officially opened in Septem¬ 
ber 2013. Cummins, Inc. and Vision 
2015 have made it possible for in¬ 
dividuals to get GED scholarships, 
which cover 100 percent of the GED 
test fee. 

“The GED program in Grant 
County can be an important first 
step on this path to success,” said 


Peg Russell, the regional director of 
adult education with Gateway and 
Community Technical College. “We 
know that high school drop outs earn 
approximately $9,400 less per year 
than workers with a high school di¬ 
ploma or GED. We also know that 
earning your GED makes you less 
likely to be living in poverty or to be 
incarcerated.” 

In addition to being able to pre¬ 
pare and earn a GED, Kentucky Ca¬ 
reer Center and Brighton Center as¬ 
sist with employment related issues 
for those coming to the GCCAC. 
During the past year, staff assisted 
writing 167 resumes, as well as hold¬ 
ing 16 job fairs with 243 job seek¬ 
ers in attendance. They also assisted 
with 197 documented interviews and 
55 job placements. 

“Everyone comes in here with a 
different need. They’re either com¬ 
pletely unemployed or in an unstable 


job,” said Katrina Harris-Greene, a 
workforce development specialist 
with Kentucky Career Center. 

The center also has transporta¬ 
tion available through a grant from 
the R.C. Durr Foundation, which 
provided 14 individuals with regular 
transportation by Senior Services of 
Northern Kentucky on 400 trips. 

Williamstown-Grant County’s 
Head Start program enables parents 
to take advantage of free, on-site 
child care. There have been as many 
as 13 or as few as eight that have re¬ 
ceived this service in the last year. 

For Nickell, the center helped her 
fulfill a dream and get back to work 
for her family. 

“If you find yourself where I did, 
you’re going to be emotional. Take 
each day as a new day. Come in and 
get the process started. I lost my job 
and the next day I was here,” Nickell 
said.

Of course, there was outrage 
ahead of time about the planned 
TV special.

Channel have responded to their 
critics with the host saying the 
show was an attempt to raise 
awareness of rain forest destruc¬ 
tion that endangers the lives of 
millions of animals.

Report is a first step- We need to continue 


T here is nothing about the 
death or near death of a 
child, at the hands of their 
caretaker, which can be viewed 
positively. Despite this sad and 
stark reality, we at Prevent Child 
Abuse Kentucky (PCAK) are en¬ 
couraged by the release of the sec¬ 
ond annual report from the Child 
Fatality and Near Fatality External 
Review Panel. 

This report reflects the work of 
a dedicated and voluntary multi¬ 
disciplinary group of profession¬ 
als (including a PCAK represen¬ 
tative). The panel’s commitment 
to data driven, solution focused 
recommendations are readily ap¬ 
parent in this report. 

PCAK has long advocated for 
the establishment of the panel. 
We strongly support the need to 
conduct in-depth reviews of ev¬ 
ery child maltreatment fatality and 
near fatality. 

This review must be conducted 
with two goals in mind - system 
improvement and prevention. We 
are equally committed to the belief 
this review must be conducted in 
an atmosphere of transparency and 
accountability. 

While certainly not a final step, 
the recently released report does 
represent a significant step in the 
right direction. 

It should also be acknowledged 
this hopeful progress is largely due 
to a commitment made by the cur-

rent administration, the legislature 
and many advocates across the state. 
While this report is encouraging, it 
is truly just an initial step. 

If we are going to address this 
tragic issue, we must commit to 
ongoing work, dialogue, and per¬ 
severance in the face of challeng¬ 
es. 

As clearly indicated in the re¬ 
port, change must occur within 
multiple systems and at all levels 
governmental leadership. 

The panel must increase its ca¬ 
pacity to gather data, engage in 
critical analysis and develop spe¬ 
cific recommendations. 

The mental health system, law 
enforcement, courts, and social 
services must each commit to 
shepherding change throughout all 
of its programs. 


The General Assembly must 
continue its bipartisan support 
of the panel; and hold itself ac¬ 
countable to provide the statutory 
framework and fiscal resources 
necessary to implement panel rec¬ 
ommendations. 

The administration must con¬ 
tinue to support the panel, while 
assuring the level of autonomy 
and transparency necessary for the 
panel to earn public trust. 

Lastly and perhaps most impor¬ 
tantly, every citizen of the Com¬ 
monwealth must make a commit¬ 
ment to child abuse prevention. 

This will involve each of us 
becoming more aware of the risks 
facing children today. 

We all have a responsibility for 
a two-pronged approach to preven¬ 
tion. We must each commit to ad¬ 
vocating for the systems change. 

We must also display an equal 
commitment to supporting the 
families and children around us. 
This commitment is perhaps the 
most critical; as we are ultimate¬ 
ly responsible for the health and 
safety of the children in our com¬ 
munity.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Mistletoe evident 
in the tree tops 

I like the winter landscape because I can see past the 
green canvas of summer into neighboring fields 
where horses and sheep graze. I can see mistletoe 
everywhere, too, in the canopies of trees that line a 
spring fed stream. Even in town, if you look up while 
you are sitting at a traffic light, I bet you’ll see some. It 
is there if you look into the canopies of trees devoid of 
their leafy-ness. 

As a child I thought it was some sort of exotic plant 
that my Grandmother was able to acquire special for 
the holidays, sort of like poinsettias. Well, it turns out 
there are over 1,000 different species of mistletoe, sev¬ 
eral of which you will find in your own back yard. 

The American mistletoes, Phorandendron seroti- 
num and P. flavescens, are parasitic plants that need 
a host plant as a source of nutrients and water. Birds 
provide the transportation for the seeds: they eat the 
berries. The conventional wisdom used to be that birds 
disseminated the seeds as they wiped their sticky beaks 
on tree branches in an effort to remove the seeds. Well, 
that’s the cleaned up version.. .the bird is just taking 
a bathroom break and once the seed germinates the 
mistletoe interfaces with the tree by forming a gall in 
order to secure itself to the tree. Once germination 
takes place it takes several years for the mistletoe to 
reach maturity. Really mistletoe is only partially para¬ 
sitic since the plant is green it clearly has the ability to 
photosynthesize for itself. 

The American mistletoe species have toxic proper¬ 
ties (unless you are a bird) so do not try processing them 
in anyway. The European species, however, are used in 
teas and have been studied for 
their anti-cancer properties. 
Lectin, which is present in 
European mistletoe, has been 
shown to cause cell death in 
some types of cancer; stimu¬ 
late the immune system and 
stimulate insulin secretion in 
diabetics...although none of 
this is universally proven or 
accepted. 

American tradition 

No matter what country or 
what species it is not surpris¬ 
ing that there is much love 
surrounding the mistletoe 
plant; and that today we con¬ 
tinue to believe in its power to 
induce love or at least a stolen 
kiss. Imagine what people used to think about a plant 
that grows high in a dormant, leafless tree with no roots 
touching the earth. 

So, the question remains, how did mistletoe find its 
way into our homes as a holiday decoration where sto¬ 
len kisses are socially acceptable? The tradition has 
its roots in several places. The early Druids believed 
that mistletoe was endowed with many powers, includ¬ 
ing fertility and the ability to cure many ailments. Its 
association with fertility is likely what led to the 19th 
century American tradition as a holiday decoration for 
kissing. Another likely influence comes from Scandi¬ 
navian mythology. Here’s a version of one of my fa¬ 
vorite stories. 

Balder, the son of Odin and Frigg, was a mischie¬ 
vous god who took many chances, thinking he was 
evincible. Fearing for her son’s life, Frigg made all 
earthly living things promise never to harm him, but 
she forgot about the seemingly insignificant mistletoe. 
Loki, an evil god, heard of this and made an arrow out 
of mistletoe and shot Balder dead. And, to make a long 
myth short, Frigg wept so over her son’s death that the 
gods took pity on her and brought him back to life. It 
is said that on that day Frigg declared mistletoe a sym¬ 
bol of peace and that those who pass beneath it should 
exchange a kiss. Today, the white berries of European 
mistletoe are called Frigg’s tears in Scandinavia. So, 
I guess we can say that mistletoe represents love and 
cooperation, not a bad reminder for the holiday season.

In praise of 
the stupid dance 

I n case you haven’t heard of Matt Harding let me 
tell you about him. 

A former video game designer, at age 23 he quit 
his job to travel around Southeast Asia until his money 
ran out. 

While he was in Hanoi taking photos, his travel 
buddy said, “Hey why don’t you stand over there and 
do your stupid dance and I’ll record it?” 

Harding did his stupid signature dance and thought 
the video was funny, so he started doing it and record¬ 
ing it everywhere he went on his trip and posted it on 
his blog for his friends to see. 

Then in 2005 someone posted it on YouTube where 
it went viral. Everybody was telling their friends about 
“the guy who dances on the Internet.” 

Then Stride, a chewing gum company, offered to 
pay his expenses for another trip around the world to 
make another video. Who wouldn’t agree to that? 

Both videos are scene after scene of Harding doing 
his stupid dance by himself in front of famous places 
and landmarks. Towards the end of recording the sec¬ 
ond video, Matt went to Rwanda. Since he couldn’t 
find any famous landmarks to dance in front of, he 
went to a small village and dances with a bunch of 
kids. 

They all, the kids and Harding, had so much fun 
dancing together that Harding realized he was doing it 
all wrong, that dancing with people is a whole lot more 
interesting than dancing alone in front of monuments. 
He went to Stride and told them they needed to send 
him out again, this time to dance with people and the 
company agreed to it. 

Harding’s fourth “Where in the hell is Matt?” video 
was released in 2012. At this writing it has received 
more than 92 million views. 

I love watching these videos. Harding dances with 
firefighters, Bollywood dances, people in wheelchairs, 

cheerleaders, kanga¬ 
roos and walruses and 
lots of kids. He dances 
in front of mountains 
and bridges, in front 
of (and in) fountains 
and in the rain, in al¬ 
leys and desert sand, 
on city streets and on 
an aircraft carrier. 

He has dances with 
as few as five people 
and as many as 180. 
He has danced in about 
90 countries, includ¬ 
ing the United States, 
Maldives and Malay¬ 
sia, Argentina, Costa 
Rica, North and South 
Korea, Slovakia, Na¬ 
mibia, Tonga, Trinidad 
and Tobago. 

People send him emails asking him to come to their 
country, asking if they could dance with him. 

He said on his blog, “Everybody was so happy just 
to be a part of this ‘thing’ that connects people all over 
the world.” 

Harding truly is on to something. He is awkward 
and geeky, very much an everyman wearing baggy 
shorts and faded t-shirts, doing his stupid dance in the 
middle of people doing their stupid dances. 

The word I think is “exuberant.” The people are 
exuberant as they dance with unabashed stupidness 
and awkwardness, jumping and clapping and leaping, 
sometimes staying in step and rhythm but often times 
not. 

They just want to be part of this “thing.” As it catch¬ 
es on, this “thing” grows and more people want to join 
in. 

It reminds me of the best way that the kingdom 
of God increases, with joyful, exuberant, sometimes 
awkward evangelism. 

It’s my opinion (although I may be wrong) but I 
think we Christians have neutered the gospel by re¬ 
ducing evangelism to a polished set formula, a to-do 
checklist. We take people down the “Roman Road” 
in the Bible or show them “Four Spiritual Laws” in a 
booklet and at the end hope that they’ll recite a “sin¬ 
ners prayer.” 

But I don’t know how well that works. Where’s 
the joy in that? Truly, the kingdom of God is so much 
more. It’s not a checklist but a celebration of forgive¬ 
ness and freedom. 

We once were lost and now Jesus has found us. We 
were former enemies of God and now his friends, his 
adopted children, eternally safe. 

What if, we who call ourselves followers of Christ, 
just start dancing that message where ever we go? Not 
literally although that might be fun but with our lives, 
our awkward, imperfect, exuberant, transformed by 
Jesus lives. 

How many more people would want to join us?

GCHS culinary offers national two-year program

More than a dozen students Grant 
County High School students are 
enrolled in a two-year culinary program. 

The National Restaurant Association 
Educational Foundation (NRAEF) 
announced that Kentucky joined the 
ProStart Program to offer a two-year 
career technical education program to 
high school students. 

ProStart features an industry-derived, 
competency-based curriculum that 
teaches culinary techniques and restau¬ 
rant management principles and skills, 
coupled with real-life restaurant sector 
experiences, to help interest and direct 
young people to careers available in the 
restaurant and foodservice sector. 

Grant County High School in Dry 
Ridge along with two other schools in 
the state of Kentucky are offering this 
program curriculum to students in the 
2014-2015 school year. 
There are currently 13 students enrolled 
in the program at Grant County High 
School. 

“Students are receiving curriculum, 
techniques and recipes from the culi¬ 
nary industry that are relevant and up to 
date. Students that complete the pro¬ 
gram will receive a certificate of com¬ 
pletion, which will make them more 
employable. Employers that are mem¬ 
bers of the National Restaurant 
Association are encouraged to mentor 
and hire students that are in or have 
completed the Pro-Start program,” Anna 
Sullinger, family and consumer science 
teacher said. 

Five years after earning the ProStart 
National Certificate of Achievement, 81 
percent of students are still studying 
and/or working in the food service 
industry. 

“The program is different than other 
culinary programs because the curricu¬ 
lum is driven, written and supported by 
the culinary industry. The curriculum 
teaches all facets of the restaurant and 
food service industry. This program 
provides opportunities for students to 
compete, mentor with professionals, 
access to scholarships and recognition. 

Sullinger said that students are excit¬ 
ed about this opportunity. 

“Most students in addition to Pro- 
Start are also enrolled in two, dual¬ 
credit culinary courses through 
Maysville Culinary Institute at 
Maysville Community and Technical 
College. Students are already receiving 
college credit for the skills they are 
obtaining currently in the Pro-Start pro¬ 
gram,” Sullinger said. 

Students who complete the full pro¬ 
gram requirements of ProStart are eli¬ 
gible for an industry-recognized certifi¬ 
cate — the ProStart National Certificate 
of Achievement. 

To earn the certificate, students must 
pass two national exams, demonstrate 
foundational skills and work 400 men¬ 
tored hours. 

“The students recognize the rigor of 
the program. They know that when they 
come in to the room, for the next two 
and half hours, they will be working and

learning skills that are 
relevant to the culinary 
industry,” Sullinger 
said. 

“It is serious. As a 
matter of fact, I don’t 
even bring my phone to 
class, because I know I 
don’t have time to be 
on it. I’m getting col¬ 
lege credit and learning 
information that I need 
to know to be success¬ 
ful at Cincinnati State. 

Anna Sullinger has 
really high expectations 
for me.” Kole Beach a 
culinary student at 
Grant County High 
School said. 

For students that 
enroll and complete 
Pro-Start, many oppor¬ 
tunities are available to 
them. 

Students that earn 
certification in Pro- 
Start I and Pro-Start II are eligible for 
many scholarship opportunities through 
the National Restaurant Association 
Educational Foundation and will receive 
course credits at more than 60 of the 
nation’s top leading hospitality and culi¬ 
nary arts colleges and universities. 

“Even if a student is interested in 
pursuing another career such as food 
science or dietetics, the course work and 
knowledge they receive in this program 
will help them substantially in their 
post-secondary studies,” Sullinger said. 

“Watching Rachel Ray and Paula 
Deen made me want to pursue a career 
in culinary. I like that I am recognized 
for my hard work and creativity,” 
Raquel “Pinky” Tracey, a student at 
Grant County High School said. 

Sullinger said that those students 
who decide to work in food service 
while going to college, they will receive 
higher wages and have better job oppor¬ 


tunities, with the Pro-Start certification. 

“I came back to Grant County this 
year so that I could take culinary. I can’t 
wait to begin school at Cincinnati State 
majoring in baking and pastry. I’m so 
excited about becoming a baking and 
pastry chef.” Beach said. 

“I love to cook and that initially 
sparked my interest, but when I’m in 
class I love that I can be so creative and 
always think out of the box,” Emily 
Rigney, a culinary student at Grant 
County High School said. 

The 2015 National ProStart 
Invitational will be held at the 
Disneyland® Hotel in Anaheim, Calif., 
April 18 through April 20, 2015. 

With national and local support from 
industry members, educators, the 
NRAEF and state restaurant associa¬ 
tions, ProStart is taught to students 
across 49 states, Guam and on 
Department of Defense military bases.
